NEW YORK, April 1 — Ten people were 


burned to death in a fire this morning in a 
tenement occupied by Italians at 6 Union 
street, Brooklyn. 


The dead are Buno and wife, two chil- 


dren, Sally five years, Joanna eighteen 
months, Lena Calabia eighteen years, 
Nioola Trnbia thirty years, his daughter 
Lena fourteen yean, his son Dominick 
twenty-four years, a baby eight days, and 
Cornelia Marretti, ten years. 


All met death by suffocation. 
The 


bodies of some were badly burned. 
The 


Buno family occupied the third floor. The 
rest of the unfortunates the second and 
fourth. The pecuniary loss was f4,000. 


The scene was one of extreme confu- 


sion. The women and children were 
dragged screaming 
down the stairs. 


When It was learned that persons were 
penned in the second story, Fireman 
Taft attempted a rescue by putting a lad- 
der to the third story. The flames twice 
drave him back. 
Finally the window 


fell and the fireman was compelled to 
abandon his plan. The house was ablaze- 
from cellar to roof. 
It was over an hour 


before the Ore was sufficiently under con- 
trol. Eleven in all are said to be missing. 


The flre was discovered by John Hoist 


across the street from the tenement. It 
started at the foot of the stairway. The 
stairs were very old and burned like pa- 
per. The flames shot instantly to the roof 
and rendered escape impossible. Hoist 
ran to the house and tried to get upstairs, 
but found the door in the hall locked. He 
broke in, but could go no farther than the 
entrance hall which was already a fur- 
nace. 


COLON PARTLY DESTROYED,

When rounding the curve in the road 


by thecemcte;y, the trains came in sight 
of each other. 


With less than 100 yards srperating the 


trains, 
the engines were leversed and 


alter blowing a warning from the whistles 
the engineer and fiiemen of both trains 
jumped for their lives. The engines came 
together with a terrific crash and plowed 
into esoh other. The cars came oo with a 
cra.sh, forcing the tenders of both engines 
into the air, and completely wrecking 
eight (ars, and derailing several osiers. 
Tue force of the shock broke apart the 
east-bound train within lour cars of the 
engine and the detached part ran back as 
far as the Braytonville bridge before it 
stopped. 


To make the scene more confusing the 


passenger train from the west, due at the 
depot at 4.12 o'clock, pacing by at the1 mo- 
ment of the collision of the frieght trains 
had » dangerously narrow escape irom 
being hurled down the steep embankment 
into the Johnson yard. Two Ireight cars 
which telescoped, projected' sufficiently 
to just come in contact with the rapidly 
moving passenger train. 


The train rocked considerably but held 


to the rails. Several panes of glass in one 
of the coaches were broken, the sides of 
the cars were somewhat damaged and the 
steps on the passenger coaches torn away. 
For awhile the excitement in the passen- 
ger coaches was intense, and when the 
train stopped, a short distance beyond, 
several passenger took occasion to hurridiy 
get out. 


The uewsol'the wreck spread rapidly 


and in a very few moments after it oc- 
curred people were flocking to the scene. 
The fires in the wrecked engines were ex- 
tinguished at once and with the clouds of 
escaping steam, the piled up cars and 
railroad men running to and fro, the 
scene was one of unusual excitement. 


The wrecking train was sent over from 


Wiiliamstown at once and soon gangs of 
men *n ere busy removing the debris and 
clearing the tracks. 
A gang of men 


worked all night at the place with the aid 
of several electric lights and by this morn- 
ing the wreck had practically disap- 
peared. The engines were not as badly 
damaged as bad been expected and will 
only a paitial loss. 
The west-bound 


trains last evening were sent around the 
wreck by using the east-bound (rack as 
far as Blackinton, and by that means 
traffic was not at all delayed. The blame 
for the accident will tall upon some tele- 
graph operator. 


Station Agent Wait was asked last ei en- 


ing where the blame was located, but 
was unprepared to give any definite 
answer.

EXCESS OF EXPORTS. 


THAT IS WHAT THE FREE TRADE 


FAKIRS CLAIM. 


•Increase" of Exported Manufactory Ei- 


posed— Refined Oil Shipment! In Smaller 
Qnantltlei at Trait Friea— Lou to La- 
l»r— Decrease! That Were Omitted. 
• 


Free traders have been very joyful 


over an increase in our exports of Amer- 
ican manufactured goods. As long aa 
(his is not brought about by the sacrifice 
of our home market it is indeed an en- 
conraging sign. Lost year, 1895, we 
cold in foreign countries $23,351,803 
wore of our manufactures than in 1894. 
This includes an increase of $14,249,971 
in our exports of mineral oil, refined or 
manufactured, leaving only 19,101,831 
of increase for all other manufactures 
exported. But the larger value of our 
mineral oil exports has been of no value 
to American labor because it represented 
shipments of 42,114,075 gallons less oil 
in 1895 than in 1894. 
The refining or 


manufacturing of 42,000,000 gallons 
less oil for export lias deprived labor of 
work. The increase in value merely 
represents an increase in the profits of 
the oil combine, which advanced the 
price of oil BO sharply last year. 
It did 


no good to American labor. Our labor 
Buffered through having less oil to re- 
fine or manufacture, and our labor also 
suffered through having to pay more 
moDiy for oil when earning lower 


Excepting the oil exports, we have 


$9,101,831 worth more of American 
manufactures shipped abroad last year 
than in 1894. Against this -we must set 
the increase in our imports of foreign 
manufactures, thus leaving the follow- 
ing exhibit :

If it is advantageous to us to increase 


our exports by $9,101,831, it must be 
correspondingly more advantageous to 
the foreign countries that increased their 
exports by $92,013,080. Deducting our 
small gain from their greater gain 
leaves a net loss of $83,511,359 to our 
manufacturers through the capture of 
our markets by foreigners, over and 
above the amount of their markets that 
we captured. 


It should bo noted that our manufac- 


tured exports do cot include such a 
product as flonr, which is certainly 
equally as much a "manufacture" as 
oil. In 1894 we exported flonr worth 
(58,934,706, but in 1895 only $50,292,- 
886, a decrease of $8,631,820. Had thil 
manufactured produot been included in 
the Democratic treasury statement, our 
total excess of exports last year would 
have dwindled down to $470,011, as 
compared with increased imports of man- 
ufactures worth $92,613,090.

The Freight on Wool. 


The advantage which the Australian 


wool growers have over those of the Pa- 
cific states and territories in the one 
matter of freight rates places the latter 
at the mercy of the former in the mar- 
kets of Boston aud other eastern cities. 
Wool is shipped from Australasia to 
Boston, including freight, commissions 
and all other charges of handling and 
transportation, for 1 cent per pound, 
while freight rates alone from most of 
the shipping depots west of the Rooty 
mountain!: range from 1.3 to 2.5 centa 
per pound, but this does not include the 
eost of transportation and charges con- 
nected therewith in getting wool from 
the sheep ranches to the railroad aud 
water depots, to say nothing of com- 
missions which invariably attach to the 
shipper before his product reaches the 
manufacturer.—Senator Mitchell of Ore- 
gon.

NEW AMSTERDAM'S FICKLE LOVERS. 


Bo at Least William Interpret* an Inct- 


deat During the Canal Opening* 


As illustrating a peculiar phase of tho 


Sermnn emperor's mind, tho following ex- 
tract from a spoocli recently delivered by 
liini at a dinner given by the governor of 
Brandenburg to tho numbers of the pro- 
vincial (lift Is of much interest. It is 
taken from a Berlin dispatch in the Lon- 
don Times: 


"Wo human beings are fain and wont 


to see in the natural phenomena which 
take place around us the finger of our 
Sod's providence. As, last June, the 
Hohonzollern approached the entrance to 
the Emperor William's canal, the night 
was drawing to an ond. A heavy storm, 
accompanied by thunder and lightning in 
quick succession, was raging above us, 
presenting an impressive spectacle. Na- 
ture appeared to ba in a state of violent 
agitation. 


'•As such a storm could Jeopardize tho 


success of the whole opening ceremony 
niy henrt grew apprehensive as to whether 
this undertaking also would be orowmjd 
with triumph, for it was the great work 
begun by my grandfather which now ap- 
proached its consummation before tbo eyes 
ot the whole world, and an anxious prayer 
forced itself from my heart, asking whether 
heaveu would not grant us a favorite sign, 
and whether wo wore destined to see the 
day of joy. The ship entered the look and 
passed through. 


"On the otliur sWo, where the canal be- 


gan, 
two enormous towers had been erect- 


ed, such as the crusaders in olden times 
constructed In order to make a breach in 
tho walls of fortresses and towns. From 
both towers hung down Gorman flags, mul 
a groat rope was stretched across the canal. 
Slowly, surrounded by deep silence as of 
tho grave, tho mighty ship moved forward. 
Behind us rumblm! tho last thunder claps, 
and the Hist lightning flashes played across 
the sky, whilo iu frout of us lay a sullen 
and dusky bnnk of clouds, out of which 
already a gal Jeu sliocu began to radiate. 


"Tho 
vessel reached tlio line. Tho ten- 


sion increased, but the resistance seemed 
Insuperable. 
The towers groaned and 


creaked, but the cable parted at last, and 
the ship glided into the waters of the canal. 
At tho same moment the lir&t rays of the 
gleaming sun burst up through the banks 
of clouds, Ui&parsiug them asunder, and in 
one short hunr the sun clionc out in its 
full majesty. 


"Under such fair auspices was tho canal 


opened, and whou tbo -vessel appeared, fly- 
ing the banner of tho new united empire, 
it was greeted by tho thunder of cannon 
from the ships of tho entire world."

UMwurei Taken by Old Peter Stnyreiant 


to Keep People of Oiie Mind. 


Were old Pater Stuyvesant now the ruler 


ot New York, And the conditions the same 
as they were 240 years ago, novelists, on a 
great many of them, who tell tales of New 
York would have to go ont of business for 
lock of material on which to build the 
plots of their stories. " Fickle and change- 
ful ever is woman," says Virgil, and on 
that statement tho average story teller 
builds his talu, and never is he better 
pleased than when his heroine breaks her 
engagement just before the marriage, and 
gives him tbo joy of bringing them to- 
gether again and of making the wedding 
bells ring merrily at the end of the last 
chapter. 


Mot that tho maidens of Now Amster- 


dam wore less fickle and changeful than 
are the maidens of Now York. Possibly 
they were more, so, because old Peter was 
at one time grievously worried about it. 
There had appeared in tho colony a spirit 
of frivolity that did not at all accord with 
the staid Dutch character. Even tbe 
phlegmatic young burghers were affected 
by it, and soon it came to be a matter of 
scandal that young men and young women 
became engaged to be married, and after 
tho banns hail been published oalmly de- 
cided that they didn't want to marry and 
announced that fact to the people. Some- 
times the engagements were broken by 
common consent, sometimes the bonus re- 
pented of their rashness, and again tho 
belles exercised their time honored prerog- 
ative to change their minds. At any rate, 
whoever was at fault, tho scarcity of mar- 
riages began to worry tho old heads of tho 
colony, aud the lightness with which en- 
gagements were broken made people talk 
of tho degeneracy of their children. 


This had gone on for some tiiuo, and no 


remedy hud been found. Persuasions and 
entreaties by the parents were of no avail. 
Tbo young folks laughed at them, aud, 
with the carelessness of youth, continued 
to make and break engagements ad will, 
and as a natural result there wera a good 
many sore hearts in Now Amsterdam. 
Something had to be done and done 
quickly. New Amsterdam had a man 
equal to this emergency, as for all others. 


Ono day Director General StuyveSant 


stumped down to the fort, accompanied by 
their high mightinesses, the honorable 
councilors, and in tho council chamber hu 
said that the young folks of the city must 
be cured of their light disregard of bo- 
trotbal vows. Tho council agreed with 
him, 
and so, on that afternoon, Jan. 15, 


1658, 
a brand new proclamation was posted 


about tho city, and tbo town crier went 
around calling out to all youths and maid- 
ens to listen to the decree of the director 
general of New Nethorland. Here is tho 
text ol it as found in tho old city records: 


"Whereas the director general and coun- 


cil of New Netherland are not only in- 
formed, but have sufficiently ascertained 
that some Individuals, after their marriage 
banns have been three times proclaimed, 
do not proceed with the solemnization of 
their marriages as they ought to do, but 
postpone it from time tu time, not only 
weeks, but months, which is directly con- 
trary to tho good order and customs of the 
fatherland: 


"Being desirous to provide therefor and 


to prevent irregularities and disorders 
which may nrlso from that source, tho di- 
rector general and the council do com- 
mand that all persons who have boon pub- 
lished shall, after three proclamations have 
been made and no lawful impediments in- 
tervening, solemnize the marriage at least 
within a month after the last publication, 
or to appear in court before that time and 
show cause for such doluy, under the pen- 
alty of 10 gl. for tho first week after tho 
enld month shall have elapsed, and for 
each following week fl. 20, until they shall 
have explained their noncompllanco." 


That is the way the direotor general 


sought to curb tbe fickleness of the youths 
and maidens of New Amsterdam, and as 
history makes him out a cholerio old gen- 
tleman, bound to have his way, and as 
the young Dutchmen were thrifty souls, a 
novel maker that might have lived then 
would have been compelled to seek some 
other livelihood, and, as far gossips, they 
surely must have languished.—New i'ork 


Earning' a Reward* 


A certain Bocelll, singled out by fate 


to display to the world tbo utter insignifi- 
cance of human resolve, being regarded by 
tho whole province iu which he lived as a 
model for the rest of mankind, according 
tu the view of human virtue taken at Bo- 
oognano, Is the hero of the tale.

RECH HELD FOR MURDER. 


Ufa letter Cnnfevftlng To Having* Killed 


llln Wif* 15.BH.I at tlie Inquest. 


Atlantic City, N..J., April 1.—The 


coroner's inquest into tho murder of 
Mrs. Annie liech, the woman whose 
remains were found buried at Estel- 
ville on 1'riday last, resulted in a ver- 
dift bein^ rendered last evening, hold- 
ing the husband, John Rech, responsi- 
ble forthe death of his wife by strangu- 
lation.

She Was Preparing To X^ave Htm. 


"Mr. Williams: On Sunday morning 


I heard something in the lower part of 
my house, and there was Bessie ready 
to go away. That made me so mad 
that I strangled her, and after that I 
did not know what I should do, and 
then I buried her in the field. The 
little one is in 514 C'allowhill street in 
board. I am miserable. Ilis board is 
paid for two weeks.

BIG VICTORY FOB REBELS.

The official re- 
port says, of course, that the troops 
won the fight and that the rebels lost 
thirty killed, among whom was an ex- 
sergeant of the civil guard.

New York, April 1.—T. C. Platt, 


Chauneey M. Depevr, Warner Miller, 
Edward Lauterbach and C. W. Ilackett, 
chairman of tho New York state re- 
publican committe, contribute to the 
April number of the North American 
Review, to be published to-day, a sym- 
posium on Qov. Morton as] a [presiden- 
tial candidate, in the course tof jjwhich 
they set forth the governor's claim 
upon 
the republican iparty for a 


nomination' to the presidency. Mr. 
Platt utters .a warning against the 
confidence felt by many republicans 
that tho nominee at the St. Louis con- 
vention, whoever he may be, will be 
elected. "It Is not safe for the repub- 
licans," he says, "to assume that thfy 
are going to have a walk-over at the 
presidential election 
in 
November. 


Manifold as the blunders of tho demo- 
cratic party have been, they will not 
prevent the democracy from making a 
bard struggle to retain control of tho 
government, and they will not keep 
the mast of the democratic voters from 
going to tho polls nest November and 
voting their ticket straight. It is, un- 
fortunately, a confirmed habit with 
democrats to support their party right 
or wrong." In response to the objec- 
tions urged by come to Gov.
